Infectious  Disease:  There  was  a considerable  drop  in  infectious 

disease  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
90  cases  in  all  were  notified;  51  of  those 
wore  oases  of  measles.  The  figures 
notified  of  other  infectious  diseases  were:

The  case  of  Diphtheria  was  the  first  which  had  occurred 
in  the  District  since  before  the  war.  The  child  recovered 
completely.  Of  the  3 cases  of  Infantile  paraljrsis,  two 
occurred  in  children  who  were  visitors  to  the  town,  infection 
had  taken  place  prior  to  their  reaching  Piley.  No  spread  of 
infection  took  place.  The  third  case  occurred  2 months  later  to 
the  two  aforementioned  cases:  it  was  in  a resident  child,  was 
mild  in  nature  and  resulted  in  complete  recovery. 


The  town  of  Filey,  being  as  it  is  a resort  mainly  for  small 
children  and  young  people,  of  which  great  numbers  enter  it  from 
all  districts  during  the  summer  months,  should  feel  very  thank- 
ful that  this  alarming  and  dangerous  disease  virtually  passed 
it  by  in  1947.
